Learns About 
Upland Plant 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) 
~-Plans for an Upland plant 
to manufacture asphaltic pav- 
ing products by a new proc- 
ess were disclosed on Wednes- 
day, Nov. 24, in a zoning vari- 
ance hearing before the Coun- 
ty Planene Commason 

J. E. Wood asked to be al- 
lowed to put a half cubic yard 
plant on property leased ona 
San Antonio Water Co,, south 
of 20th St. and west of Orange 
Ave. It is adjacent to his 
Mountain Rock Products Co 

The variance is needed be- 
cause the land is zoned for 
light industrial uses (M-1), 
while the proposed operation 
requires heavy industry zon 
ing (M-2) 

The novelty of the opefation 
lies in the production of as- 
phaltic materials, which Wood 
described as being ‘‘as good 
as hot mix products.”’ He said 
materials can be stock-piled, 
so that a large quantity can 
be sold by the small plant for 
a single job. The largest plant 
he hopes to sell can produce 
eight cubic yards per minute, 
Wood said, 

Neil B. Pfulb, county plan- 
ning director, said a similar 
variance had been granted in 
1964 and expired in August 
1965. Wood said the delay in 
Starting operations was due to 
financing difficulties 

After the hearing, Wood de- 
clined to sav what investment 
there would be in the opera- 
tion

Remember Four Way Stops, 
Upland Police Chief Asks 


Police Chief John Wessely 
warns motorists to remember 
that four way stops recently 
have been installed at the in- 
tersections of Arrow Highwa 
and Campus Avenue and Nint 
Street and Mountain Avenue.
